Handicap Stakes, and other important races which he won under 
weights up to and including 138 pounds. 


*Peter Flower combines the blood of two of the greatest of sire lines 
— Phalaris and Gainsborough. His sire, Blue Peter (unbeaten at 3, 
winner of the Derby, Two Thousand Guineas, Eclipse Stakes, etc., 
and sire of many stakes winners including a Derby winner), is from 
the sire line of Phalaris which has produced the leading sires *Nas- 
rullah, Nearco, Court Martial, etc. *Peter Flower’s dam, Solar Flower, 
was second leading 32-year-old filly of her year and was the dam of 
five stakes winners, and granddam of an English Derby winner. Her 
sire is a son of Gainsborough, which has exerted such a tremendous 
influence on the thoroughbred bloodlines of the world through the 
leading sires Hyperion, *Alibhai, *Heliopolis, *Khaled, ete. 


*Peter Flower sired two very small crops in England before his im- 
portation. He is the sire of winners in England and America, includ- 


ing the English 2-year-old stakes winner Snapdragon. His first 
American-bred foals will race in 1958.

Nadir was foaled March 15, 1955, at 
A. B. Hancock Jr.’s Claiborne Farm, Paris, 
Ky. He is the fifth foal of Gallita, a sister 
to Gallorette, and his sire is *Nasrullah, 
which stands at Claiborne. 

Nadir grew bigger than most of his 
contemporaries, and when he made his 
debut in August at Saratoga he already 
was 161% hands tall. He won his first 3 
races. giving the impression that perhaps 
he was the best of his generation, then 
came a cropper in the Cowdin, Futurity, 
and Champagne Stakes. He redeemed him- 
self with a flourish, however, in winning 
the 1;4;-mile Garden State Stakes, and 
Hancock thereupon retired him for the 
season to Claiborne.

Vets' Meeting 


One of the most worth-while organiza- 
tions in racing, the 2-year-old American 
Association of Equine Practitioners, will 
have its second annual convention Mon- 
day and Tuesday, December 16--17, at 
Chicago. These people do not fool 
around: a full schedule has been planned, 
and there is only one cocktail party, on 
Monday evening after Dr. D. L. Proctor’s 
talk on surgical treatment of tendinitis. 
Other talks will be given by Dr. David 
K. Detweiler, of the University of Penn- 
sylvania; Dr. M. B. Teigland, a_practi- 
tioner of Opa Locka, Fla.; Dr. W. W. 
Armistead, of Michigan State University, 
Dr. Arthur Davidson, a Lexington practi- 
tioner; Dr. Nolen D. Connors, of Upjohns 
Veterinary Experiment Station; Dr. J. 
H. Drudge, of the University of Kentucky; 
and Dr. Thomas E. Dunkin, a Chicago 
practitioner. There will be one session 
at which each member will be asked to 
submit anonymously tips or observations 
on diagnosis or therapy. 


*Dumpty Humpty 

Trainer Don Early said he was surprised 
at *Dumpty Humpty’s 1:0844 at Golden 
Gate Fields on October 29, so it must have 
been a real jolt when the colt set a new 
world record of 1:08 in the Richmond 
Handicap 4 days later. Early simply shook 
his head, and explained that the horse 
was lucky to be alive. 

*Dumpty Humpty, by Stalino, was im- 
ported by Ray Bell, who started him here 
for the first time on May 17 at Jamaica. 
The colt didn’t show much. A day or so 
later Early flew to New York on behalf 
of 2 clients, Bill Radkovich, a Los An- 
geles contractor, and Wilbur Clark, owner 
of the Desert Inn in Las Vegas, and one 
morning he bought the horse for $16,000. 
Early entered him on May 27, and the 
colt popped a splint in his left fore leg 
and finished last. The trainer put him on 
a plane for California, and *Dumpty 
Humpty arrived with a severe case of 
shipping fever. 

Said Early: He was on the tail end of 
the plane, and it must have been rough. 
. .. He was practically dead when we un- 
loaded him. We got him to Hollywood. 
and he immediately lay down in his stall. 
We didn’t think he would ever get up. 

“We fed him with tubes for several days, 
and then began giving him injections of 
vitamins. It was a week before we finally 
believed he would make it. He went from 
950 pounds to 750 pounds. He grazed in 
an alfalfa field for a while, and we didn’t 
place him in training until well along in 
the Del Mar meeting.” 


*Dumpty Humpty was third at Tanforar 
on October 25, and on October 29 he ran 
his 6 furlongs in 1:0844. On November 2 
he set the world record. 


A Case for Purity 


A Moscow newspaper, Sovietskaya Kul- 
tura last week hollered that sinister 
fixers were fixing horse races at the local 
race track. And as if this wasn’t bad 
enough, young workers and students were 
plunging at the track when they should 
be devoting their time to “studies, sports, 
and art.” 

Sovietskaya Kultura cited the classic 
case of a department store worker who 
had embezzled 10,000 rubles in order to 
play the races. More than likely the play 
was for a doll, but we’ll leave it to Soviet- 
skaya Kultura to settle this point. 

The newspaper would clear all this up 
by abolishing pari-mutuels so that no one 
would attend the races except those in- 
terested in the beauty of a horse in motion. 
“The track should be converted to a 
healthy, cultural place for Moscovites’ 
recreation. That would take care of the 
profits.” 

It surely would, sir. 


Anything But Idle 

Johnny Longden told Daily Racing 
Form’s Oscar Otis: “Ill be riding about 
February 1 at Santa Anita. Sure, I had 
some setbacks on the broken leg, had to 
have it reset and all that, and have 
changed casts some, but now the worst 
is over, and the doctors tell me the break 
has finally begun to heal and knit right. 
What have I been doing with myself? 
Well, I’ve been anything but idle. I only 
recently returned from Canada where I 
was with Max Bell and Frank McMahon 
at the opening of our new gas transmission 
line across a big stretch of Canada. I’ve 
been fishing in Canada, and spent a week 
or two on Max Bell’s yacht, which has 
been in northern waters. But to get back 
to that break, I’ve got a time table to 
get the big cast off about December 1, 
will be able to get on a horse about Jan- 
uary 1, and, as I say, I should be riding 
about February first.” 


Reciprocal Agreement 


Asked why he had chosen *Gallant Man 
over Round Table in the Trenton Handi- 
cap, jockey Bill Shoemaker said, “I know 
the Trenton is going to be one of the big 
races of the year, and here is a chance 
to reciprocate to Lowe and Nerud. They 
gave me my chance in the Derby, and I 
blew it. Now that they desire my services 
in the Trenton, the only fair thing to do 
is to respect their wishes.”

BLUE MAN won the Preakness Stakes, was second 
in the Belmont, and third in the Kentucky Derby. 
Winner of the latter, Hill Gail, stopped racing with 
the Derby. One Count, the Belmont winner, was also 
third in the Preakness. When Blue Man stopped racing 
in July he was the leading money winner of his division, 
was still improving as measured by the watch. 


BLUE MAN raced five months and three days during 
his 3-year-old season. When he left the racing scene 
he was the leading money winner of his division, had 
a reputation of being one of the greatest finishers for 
some years. It was so in the Flamingo Stakes, the 
Experimental Handicap No. 2, the Preakness Stakes, 
the Yankee Handicap, and the Dwyer Stakes. In his 
last two starts —the Yankee and Dwyer — he turned

The 10-Furlong Miler 


CAMDEN. Today’s younger generation, 
by whose jungle code a 98-cent Elvis 
record rates on an emotional level with a 
parent’s love, has a joke about 2 rock-and- 
roll devotees strolling down the street 
when suddenly a siren-screeching motor- 
cycle cop roars by at a 90-mph clip. One 
youngster, eyelids at approved Robert 
Mitchum half-mast, observes laconically: 
“Man, I thought he’d never leave.” 

Bold Ruler’s Saturday afternoon per- 
formance at Garden State Park was 
enough to bring the story to mind. The 
occasion was the Trenton Handicap, ordi- 
narily a $75,000 number for 3-year-olds 
and up, but for its 16th running it was 
“race of the year,” “test for the 3-year-old 
champion,” “World Series of racing,” or 
“race of a lifetime.” depending on which 
press agent you patronize. In any event, 
it was crazy, man. 

When the starter said commence, Bold 
Ruler and Eddie Arcaro did not dwell. In 
front every stride, they led by 314 lengths 
after a half-mile, by 8 lengths after 6 
furlongs, by 3% lengths after a mile, 
by 3 lengths at the eighth-pole, and by 
2% lengths at the finish without Arcaro 
ever having done more than wiggle his 
stick past the colt’s right eye. The time 
of 2:0134 was only three ticks slower 
than the track record set by Social Outcast 
in 1955. 

Even as erudite an observer as James 
Roach, gentleman of the day from the 
Times, found himself in the third para- 
graph of his description of the event be- 
fore he got around to such pertinent in- 
telligence as: “In the lineup with Bold 
Ruler were the nation’s other top 3-year- 
old colts, Gallant Man and Round Table.” 
Mr. Roach made his point as effectively 
as had Bold Ruler. 

Pressed for details of his master-stroke, 
Master Eddie shrugged and said, “You’re 
making a big problem of something that 
was awful easy.” But then the man who 
got a draw with Mike Wallace relented, 
for the sake of posterity. 


November 16, 1957

“IT knew Bold Ruler could beat them 
as far as he’d go, but when I looked back 
at the half-pole I couldn’t believe I'd be 
in front that far going so easy. I figured 
they had to be on me from the five- 
eighths pole in to have a chance. I knew, 
of course, Round Table couldn’t chance 
killing me and set it up for *Gallant Man, 
but I didn’t think he’d let me get that far 
off.” 

Willie Harmatz, who rode Round Table, 
indicated this was not a situation of his 
choice. “When Eddie started pulling away 
down the backside I knew I was in trou- 
ble then. Round Table couldn’t handle 
the race track. He was slipping and slid- 
ing. Every now and then he would hit a 
dry spot and run a bit.” 

Even Willie Shoemaker talked. “I saw 
Round Table couldn’t get to him,” said 
*Gallant Man’s jockey, “so I took out after 
him, but it wasn’t enough. It was sort of 
like a match race. Bold Ruler was on the 
lead, nothing was bothering him, and he 
set his own pace. He had it easy.” 

Since his third-place finish to Iron Liege 
and *Gallant Man in the Kentucky Derby, 
Round Table had compiled an impressive 
11-1-0 record against 3-year-olds and older 
horses, and even over the grass. Owner 
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A Weekly Magazine for the Turf 
LXXIV, No. 20 Novemser 16, 1957 


Travis M. Kerr, of Oklahoma, and trainer 
Willie Molter believed they had the 1957 
3-year-old champion and possibly “horse 
of the year.” To prove their case they 
issued a virtual challenge to *Gallant Man 
to meet them in the Trenton. 

Ralph Lowe, the Missourian transplant- 
ed to Midway, Texas, and trainer Johnny 
Nerud, Nebraska’s most colorful gift to 
the sport, were equally confident their 
colt was best, and were prepared to let it 
go at that until the pressure of the public 
and press and the taunts from Round 
Table’s camp proved too irksome. *Gal- 
lant Man had a 6-1-0 record since his 
controversial “stand-up finish” in the 
Derby. 


Meanwhile, Bold Ruler had assured all 
observers that he was the best miler in 
the country; the rap against him was his 
suspected inability to get the job done at 
more than 9 furlongs. Few races of con- 
sequence are run in this country at more 
than 10 furlongs, but somehow Bold Ruler 
was written off as a title contender after 
he blew the duke to *Gallant Man in the 
Belmont Stakes at 114 miles. 

The colt then became mysteriously ill— 
his trainer said there was a reaction from 
sleeping sickness vaccine, and there was 
talk of a shoulder ailment. He was ab- 
sent from the tracks just a few days short 
of 3 months, while Round Table and 
*Gallant Man were rising in prominence. 

The decision of Sunny Jim Fitzsimmons 
to start Bold Ruler in the Trenton made 
something of an added attraction, as did 
the scheduled appearance of Mrs. Jan 
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Mrs. Ethel D. Jacobs’ Promised Land scored his third stakes win of 1957 in the 


Knickerbocker Handicap at Jamaica November 9. The 3-year-old son of Pales- 
tinian previously had won the Governor’s Gold Cup and the Lawrence Realization. 


Burke’s Dedicate, which failed to mate- 
rialize when the colt bruised a foot in a 
pre-race workout. Mrs. Burke says the 
injury has terminated his racing career. 

After Bold Ruler had won the Trenton, 
there were many in the crowd of 39,077 
ready to place the 3-year-old crown 
squarely between his handsome ears, but 
the experts in the press box were many 
kours after the race still employing their 
20-20 hindsight in full debate on the 
subject. 

It was much the same back in the 
stable area after the last fan had departed 
the Camden arena. 


“We were laying for each other and let 
the fish get away.” lamented Johnny 
Nerud, “but I got the job done I came for. 
I shut up Round Table and that’s twice 
we've beaten him, so I figure I’ve won 
horse of the year.” 

Asked, with some astonishment, about 
Bold Ruler, Nerud replied, “Any time I 
catch him in a field of horses I'll beat 
him.” 

Willie Molter, who put Round Table on 
a plane for Santa Anita the following 
Tuesday, was less emphatic in his inter- 
pretation, but no less sure that he had 
been had. 

“Bold Ruler was going to be leading 
if they went another time around, the 
way he was going,” Willie admitted. “I 
was sorry to lose, but we still have a 
mighty useful horse. He didn’t like the 
track and he came back with a bad run- 


down burn on his right fore. He'll rest 


until winter.” 

John Fitzsimmons. deputizing for his 
father, who declined to risk a trip from 
New York in the frigid weather, said of 
Bold Ruler: 

“The only knock was that he couldn’t 
go a mile and a quarter, but I never 
deubted he could. He led for 10 furlongs 
in the Belmont Stakes in 2:0124, and 
that was when they drew dead aim on him 
with *Gallant Man’s stablemate Bold 
Nero, who had to be eased up after he 
did his job. *Gallant Man came on easily 
to win then, but we know now that Bold 
Ruler can’t go a mile and a half with 
his speed —if that proves anything.” 

Mr. Fitz, speaking from New York, 
said, “There are only 2 races I’ve wanted 
to win so bad; that one with Swaps in 
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Chicago and this one last Saturday. I’m 
satisfied we’ve done the job well.” 

Having concurred in the press agents’ 
description of the Trenton as the “race 
for the crown.” as it was described oa 
the special cover of the Garden State 
program, the writers with the votes at their 
command would do well to keep in mind 
another of Molter’s observations. 

“T thought they had put a ringer in 
on me,” he said. “We stabled next to 
Bold Ruler at the Derby, but I didn’t 
recognize him as the same colt here yes- 
terday. He’s grown and improved in every 
way. and he is a different-running kind 
of horse now than he was in the spring.” 

It was obvious to even the most cursory 
student that Bold Ruler had changed. 
Calmly munching hay and rudely ignoring 
a score of visitors to his stall after the 
Trenton, the colt presented a picture of 
health—almost on the fat side. He girths 
much larger than he did in the spring and 
presents a splendid middle piece with a 
suggestion of awesome power in his chest 
and fore arms. 

He actually is begining to attain a slight 
resemblance to another of *Nasrullah’s 
boys. Nashua. Those who remember Bold 
Ruler ezrlier as a classically molded, al- 
most delicately cut colt will appreciate 
the difference that can evoke a compari- 
son of his present profile with that of 
Nashua. If Garden State had been a 
show ring Saturday, Bold Ruler would 
have taken the blue ribbon by a wider 
margin than he took the race. 

Bold Ruler and *Gallant Man are 3-3 
on the season, Bold Ruler and Round 
Table are 1-1, and *Gallant Man and 
Round Table are 2-0 in favor of the 
former. 

Now, sir, pick your champion.

"Today She Leveled Off’ 


Battimore. It was growing dark and 
a cold North wind blew through the 
Laurel stable area, where Mary Elizabeth 
Altemus Whitney Person Lunn and a 
coterie of her friends gathered near the 
stall of the Selima Stakes winner Guide 
Line. Mrs. Lunn, however, nuzzled close 
to Mister Gus. 

“T’'d 10 times rather had Gooser win 
his race today than that girl win hers. He 
would have, too, if Boland hadn’t taken 
hold of him. Gooser has to run his own 
race. He would have beaten those horses 
today if he hadn’t been taken back at the 
start.” 

The fur-warmed lady was referring to 
the mile-and-70-yard race, immediately 
preceding the Selima, in which Mister Gus, 
even-money co-choice with Brown Hackle, 
finished fourth to Racetracker. First 
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money was $4,875; the Selima winner 
netted $46,280. 

When the conversation finally steered 
to Guide Line, Mrs. Lunn explained that 
the daughter of *Nasrullah—Lurline B. 
was purchased by trainer Charles Whit- 
tingham for her account for $37,000 on 
January 21, bringing the highest price at 
the second auction in the dispersal of the 
Clifford Mooers estate. 

“T bought her on looks and breeding.” 
the owner declared. “She was nice-looking 
then; she’s long and skinny now. She’s 
nervous, too, but wasn’t always.” Turning 
to Whittingham, Mrs. Lunn asked, “How 
long has she been like that?” 

“Since the morning she was hit by that 
horse at Hollywood Park. The horse 


wasn’t riderless, but he might just as well 
have been. She’s gaining more confidence

now, though she’s still green,” Whitting- 
ham said. 

All the while Mrs. Lunn was patting 
Mister Gus, which seemed to enjoy the 
affection. “He'll be all right. It just takes 
time. He covered 8 or 9 mares this spring 
you know. This fellow’s going to Florida 
soon; most of the others (including Guide 
Line) are headed for California. After 
Florida, Mister Gus will stand at the farm 
(Llangollen) in Virginia.” 

Guide Line? 

“Oh, yes. Well, we’ve had to take time 
with her. She’s been slow to develop. In 
her early races, Arcaro tried to rush her, 
but she doesn’t care to run that way. She 
likes to settle in stride and run to her 
horses from behind.” 

“She had bad luck in her last 2 races,” 
Whittingham interjected. 

“She’s had bad luck in her last 2 races,” 
Mrs. Lunn continued. “She was off badly 
in the Gardenia and was getting to Idun 
and the others in the Frizette. In both 
of those races she was climbing, but today 
she leveled off. Guide Line was the only 
maiden in the race, you know. Our plans 
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for her? Just to keep on beating the 
fillies.” 

Would she go in the Marguerite at Pim- 
lico on Saturday? 

“T don’t know. Is she eligible?” 

Whittingham allowed that she was eli- 
gible for all filly races but he thought 
6 races were enough for her this year. 


All That Glitters 


Guide Line, a rather spare chestnut. 
well splashed with white, didn’t get 
much attention in the paddock before the 
Selima. Most eyes were on A Glitter, Cal- 
umet’s striking daughter of *Khaled—A 
Gleam. Easily the largest of the 9 fillies 
in the circular paddock (she dwarfed 
the petite Hasty Doll), A Glitter also was 
the best made. Even case-hardened Jimmy 
Jones, playing before a large gallery,

lighted up when he drew the cooler from 
her back. 

After A Glitter’s victory on November 
4 some newspapermen reported hearing 
Hartack tell Jones that the filly had tried 
to get out on the turns and down the back- 
stretch in the mile race. He thought some- 
thing may have been hurting her. Jones 
said he would look her over carefully, 
and Hartack suggested that the trainer 
begin at her shins. From that conversation 
was born the report that A Glitter had 
bucked her shins. Jones denied it, saying 
his examation had failed to detect any 
soreness. His only discovery was a small 
cut in the mouth. 

One thing about A Glitter that disturbs 
her admirers is her constant tail-switching. 
She was switching when she entered the 
paddock, when she left, and throughout 
her race. Stable sources report her tail 
seldom is at rest, even in her stall. Just 
an idiosyncrasy, they say. 

While waiting for the remainder of the 
Selima field to be put into the gate, A 
Glitter tried to rear 3 times while an as- 
sistant starter steadied her. The last time 


she broke through the gate, and was set- 
tled behind the barrier until the field was 
in. 

Away well, Hartack put her 4 or 5 feet 
out from the rail behind the long-shot 
Sweet Mandy. The Calumet filly ran easily 
in Sweet Mandy’s wake down the back- 
stretch, and appeared able to swallow that 
one at will. Mid-way on the turn Hartack 
loosened a wrap, but almost as soon as his 
mount assumed command, several others 
ganged her. 

Hartack apparently waited an instant 
in the hope that a runner would come up 
on the outside, but none did. A Glitter 
appeared to prop as she looked into the 
stretch, then bolted to the outside. By the 
time Hartack had her straightened away, 
Crown, which always had been close, had 
the lead. Then along came Guide Line. 

Boland later remarked that Guide Line 
had put in an exceedingly long run. She 
was in a drive for 5 furlongs, he said. 

There was some speculation as to what 
had caused A Glitter to bolt. Jimmy Jones, 
a fast one out of the gate, headed back to 
Garden State Park before he could be 
reached for comment. Hartack is not one 
to elucidate when things don’t go right. 

Hedley Woodhouse, aboard Crown, may 
have put his finger on it when he remark- 
ed that the sun, glaring right down the 
stretch, had startled his mount, and it was 
possible that A Glitter had the same ex- 
perience. 

One of the stewards advanced the idea 
that A Glitter had “corded up,” and sev- 
eral writers thought she was walking wide 
behind as she left the track, though none 
professed enough familiarity with her gait 
to say so with any authority. However, she 
failed to show any signs of distress as she 
toured the shed after the race. Whatever 
the reason for her behavior, A Glitter 
is a better filly than the Selima result 
indicated.

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basis. Everyone agreed, and for the first 
time in several years there was no wrang- 
ling over racing dates.

A stakes program worth $145,000 in 
added money has been planned for the 
Fair Grounds in New Orleans. The big- 
gest races of the meeting, November 28 
to March 8, will be the $40,000-added 
Louisiana Derby for 3-year-olds and the 
$50,000-added New Orleans Handicap for 
3-year-olds and upward. The stakes:

FLORIDA 


Now Discretion 


The Florida State Racing Commission, 
following the example of its New York 
counterpart, last week amended a rule 
on disqualifications, allowing stewards 
hereafter to use discretion in determining 
whether all parts of an entry should be 
penalized for an infraction of one of the 
members. The New York rule was amend- 
ed early in October. 

A change in the disqualification rule 
liad been recommended this summer at 
The Jockey Club’s annual round table at 
Saratoga. It was felt by a majority of 
those who expressed themselves that the 
old, more stringent rule was unfair, and 
the case was cited of Alhambra’s disquali- 
fication from first place in the Arlington 
Park Futurity, in which a_ stablemate, 
Olymar, had interfered with the second 
horse. 


Marshall Cassidy, former steward for 
The Jockey Club and now director of 
racing for the Greater New York Asso- 
ciation, had indicated at Saratoga that 
changing the rule would involve more 
problems than it would solve, but he 
changed his mind after learning that, in 
Alhambra’s case, the winner actually had 
crossed the finish line before Olymar 
bothered the other horse. 


SALES 


New Job, New Policy 


The board of directors of the Breeders’ 
Sales Company last week created a new 
executive position and made 2 changes in 
the routine for selecting yearlings for the 
summer sale at Keeneland. 

A new post of executive vice president 
and field representative was given to auc- 
tioneer George Swinebroad. It is a job 
roughly equivalent to Humphrey Finney’s 
position with the Fasig-Tipton Company. 

In addition to his work as an auctioneer 
with the company, Swinebroad will repre- 
sent the company in contacts with prospec- 
tive buyers and sellers. His new position 
requires that he sever his association with

the Fasig-Tipton Company, but he will 
sell the L. B. Mayer estate horses in Cali- 
fornia in January to fulfill a commitment 
made before the new job was offered him. 
He also will give up his sale of saddle 
horses, but he will continue to cry the 
major Standardbred sales at Lexington 
and Harrisburg, Pa. 

Swinebroad, 56, has been an auctioneer 
of harness horses since 1936, and he sold 
his first Thoroughbreds in 1939. He had 
been with Fasig-Tipton Company since 
the war years. 

William S. Evans, general manager of 
the Breeders’ Sales Company, will remain 
with no change in status or responsibili- 
ties. The board of directors said that 
Evans’ and Swinebroad’s positions would 
not be in conflict. 

The changes in sales policies: 

1. The 1958 summer sales will be 
opened to 350 to 400 yearlings, depending 
upon the quality. 

2. The pedigree selection will be left to 
Evans and Swinebroad rather than to a 
3-man pedigree committee. There still will 


be a final veterinary inspection for sound- 
ness and conformation. 

Evans said the board felt it had been 
“too tough” when it recommended more 
severe selectivity for the 1957 summer 
sale, and he said the 1958 sale would 
follow the format of previous years. (From 
1950 through 1956 the co-operative sales 
company sold an average of 354 yearlings 
per year; in 1957 it sold 235.) 

The directors felt that the company 
should restrict the number of yearlings 
sold at any one session to “about 55,” and 
they would be willing to extend the sale 
into the fourth day if necessary, Evans 
said. The directors did not discuss the 
future of the Keeneland fall sale, which 
this year for the first time was held 
during the fall race meeting. 


R. S. Clark Estate Horses 


A total of 28.300 guineas was realized 
for 17 race horses sold by the estate of 
Robert Sterling Clark at Newmarket on 
October 30. Never Say Die’s 2-year-old 
half-sister Meissa, by Eight Thirty— 
Singing Grass, went to the British 
Bloodstock Agency, bidding for an undis- 
closed client, for 15,500 guineas ($45,- 
570). Second-highest price was 2,700 gui- 
neas ($7,938), paid by David Hely-Hutch- 
inson for the 2-year-old filly Bedecked, 
by Rockefella—Easter Day, by *Easton. 

“Meissa will remain in England for at 
least a year and will continue to be 
trained by A. Budgett,” a representative 
of the BBA said.

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“While Kentucky had taken precedence of all the other 
states as a breeding region and the industry had assumed 
larger proportions there, it was pursued in a more or less 
instinctive, unsystematic manner, along the lines of pure per- 
sonal adventure or avowed commercial expediency. This had 
been, in reality, the general horse-breeding system throughout 
the Union. From Colonial times onward there had been what 
were truly great breeders — but their operations remained, on 
the whole, traditional in most ways, while in addition they 
were, as a rule, side issues, in which they engaged principally 
jor their personal gratification. Robert Aitcheson Alexander 
was the first gentleman of great wealth and high social position 
who deliberately engaged in breeding as his life-work with 
the avowed purpose of introducing the most intelligent and 
approved methods, the end in view being the ‘improvement of 
the breed of horses. 

“We must realize that this determination upon his part 
was also in itself a demonstration of his strength of character. 
The old idea still largely prevailed that ‘gentlemen’ should 
not ‘make a business of breeding, buying and selling race 
horses.”

WOODBURN FARM (1) 


The Early Years 


By Dan M. Bowmar III 


First owner of Woodburn was Robert Alexander, who pur- 
chased “2,000 acres more or less” from the heirs of Gen. 
Hugh Mercer in 1791. This portrait by Matthew Jouett is 
thought to have been executed during the early 1820's. 


Robert Aitcheson Alexander took con- 
trol of his ancestral Woodburn Farm in 
Woodford County, Ky., in 1849, and 
bought his first Thoroughbreds in 1853. 
He did not begin to build his stud in 
earnest until 1856, 11 years before his 
death, but the horses which he bred and 
the type of breeding operation which he 
established in those 11 years changed 
the course of the American Turf. 

William Alexander, grandfather of R. 
A., was the son of a prominent shipping 
merchant and banker, who at one time 
served as Lord Provost of Edinburgh. His 
sons, William and Robert, were born in 
Scotland, and the family moved to Paris 
when the boys were children. In France 
at the time was Benjamin Franklin, who 
was trying to enlist French aid for the 
new United States of America. William 
Alexander became a _ good friend of 
Franklin, and in 1782 young Robert 
Alexander, became one of Franklin’s pri- 
vate secretaries. This was a position of 
training rather than a career post, since 
Robert was only 15 years old at the 
time. 

After Franklin returned to the United 
States, Robert studied in Cambridge and 
London. His father had come to America 
in 1785 to act as a tobacco buyer for a 
brother, A. J. Alexander, a merchant in 
Scotland, and had settled in Richmond, 
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Va. Urged by Franklin, Robert followed 
his father to the United States immediate- 
ly after finishing his education, and on 
March 2, 1790, he purchased from the 
heirs of Gen. Hugh Mercer “2,000 acres. 
more or less, situated in the county of 
Kentucky, on the waters of Elkhorn 
Creek.” 

The 2,000 acres became Woodburn, but 
little was done with the tract in the early 
years of Alexander ownership. Robert 
Alexander lived in Frankfort, where he 
served as a charter member of the Ken- 
tucky River Navigation Company and 
president of the First Bank of Kentucky 
from 1807 until 1820. 

(The origin of the estate’s name is not 
certain, but it is thought to have been 
derived from the heavy woods and Elkhorn 
creek, the Scottish word for creek being 
“burn.” ) 

Robert Alexander remained a bachelor 
to the age of 51, when he married Eliza 
Weiseger, daughter of Daniel and Lucy 
P. Weiseger, of Frankfort, and their first 
child, Robert Spreull Crawford Aitcheson 
Alexander, was born in Frankfort on Oc- 
tober 25, 1819. The second and _ third 
names later were dropped. 

After Alexander retired as bank presi- 
dent, he and his family spent their time 
at Woodburn, by now a well organized 
estate. William Alexander in 1811 had 


come from Virginia to live at Woodburn, 
and he died there in 1819. 

In 1831 Robert Aitcheson Alexander 
went to Scotland to visit his father’s 
older brother, now Sir William Alexander, 
who had returned to England after the 
family’s years in France and had become 
a wealthy man, owning the great Aidrie 
Estate, including Aidrie Iron Works, in 
Scotland. He was knighted by King 
George III for his service as Exchequer 
of Great Britain. A bachelor, he entailed 
his estate to Robert Aitcheson Alexander. 

R. A. Alexander received his secondary 
and college education in England and was 
graduated from Trinity College, Cam- 
bridge. He remained abroad after his 
graduation, spending time at his uncle’s 
estate in Scotland and in various cities 
on the continent. 

Robert Alexander died in 1841, and 
Woodburn was left to R. A. Alexander, 
his younger brother A. J. Alexander, and 
their 2 sisters. R. A. Alexander did not 
return to the United States until 1849, 
but immediately after his return he bought 
the other shares and became sole owner 
of Woodburn. Already he had decided 
upon a career as a breeder of fine live- 
stock. 

Shortly after obtaining sole possession 
of Woodburn, Alexander returned to 
Europe, where he spent 2 years studying

He finished second in the San 
Vicente Stakes and third in the San Felipe 
Handicap at 3 and third in the Myrtlewood 
and Clang Handicaps at 4.

Duc de Fer, which had won 8 stakes 
and earned more than $200,000 in 4 full 
seasons of racing, has been retired to stud 
at Taylor Hardin’s Newstead Farm, Upper- 
ville, Va. His fee will be $500 for a live 
foal. 

A 6-year-old horse by Spy Song—Lady 
Waterloo, Duc de Fer was bred by J. War- 
field Rodgers, of Memphis, Tenn. He won 
his only 3 starts at 2, including the Wil- 
liam Penn Stakes, and the first 2 races 
of his 3-year-old campaign before failing 
in a conditioner for the 1954 Florida 
Derby. Before the season was finished, he 
had established a reputation as one of 
the best sprinters of his generation, win- 
ning the Myrtlewood, Pageant, Parkway, 
and Laurel Sprint Handicaps and placing 
in 4 other stakes. At 4 he won the Inter- 
borough Handicap and was second in the 
Myrtlewood and Coral Gables Handicaps. 
At 5 he won the Oceanport Handicap, was 
second in the Wilmington Handicap. and 
early this year he won the San Carlos and 
Christopher J. Fitzgerald Handicaps and 
was third in the Santa Barbara Handi- 
cap. 

Lady Waterloo, the dam, has had 2 other 
good winners, Mist o’ Dawn and Kibby F.

The 1950 spring meeting at Golden Gate Fields 
produced world records for 6 furlongs, 1 mile, 1% 
miles, and 1% miles, Another world record, for 
1;%; miles, was set in 1953.

On the secend day of the meeting *Dumpty 
Humpty got his first American victory, going 6 
furlongs in 1:084%, three-fifths of a second slower 
than the world record set by Bolero in 1950.

He was imported 
by Ray Bell, who scld him privately early this year 
to William Radkovich and Wilbur Clark, of Las 
Vegas.

Before his 2 wins at Golden Gate *Dumpty 
Humpty had been unplaced in 2 races in New York 
and third in an allowance race at Tanforan.

Check, Double-Check 


By WARREN SCHWEDER 


The architecture of the identification 
system in use at the New York race tracks 
is elaborate, but it is functional and de- 
pendable, and it is an example of how far 
the Greater New York Association and 
The Jockey Club are willing to go to 
assure the public of racing’s integrity. 
It also is an excellent starting point in 
the GNYA’s education of career men. 

The office frequently is the first assign- 
ment for one attending The Jockey Club’s 
school for officials, since identification 
and pre-race veterinary examination are 
basic to the New York operation. 

In New York the chief veterinarian is 
head of the identification department. and 
there are 2 assistant veterinarians. In the 
same office there is an identifier. who 
takes markings on all horses not pre- 
viously raced in New York and checks 
all entries in the saddling enclosure: a 
chief assistant identifier, in charge of all 
office records; 2 other assistant identifiers 
who aid the veterinarians and help out 
around the office when needed; and a 
stenographer, who makes up identification 
cards, keeps a record of all physical ex- 
aminations, and maintains index books 
and “barred lists.” 

The veterinarians’ assistants accompany 
the veterinarians on their pre-race inspec- 
tions each morning, taking notes as the 
inspectors make their point-by-point exam- 
inations of all runners. These notations are 
entered on a simple prescribed form, and 
the trainer is given a copy on the spot. 
Quite obviously, a veterinarian could re- 
cord his own information, but the routine 
does speed the examination, and it ac- 
quaints the assistant with this vital part 
of the New York operation. 

Filed in the veterinary-identification of- 
fice are cards showing the markings of 
each horse racing in New York. Markings 
taken for the first time are compared 
with those given on the foal certificate, 
which is on file under the trainer’s name. 
(If the markings do not correspond, the 
horse is not allowed to start unless special 
permission is given by the stewards or 
unless the breeder submits a sworn affi- 
davit that the horse is not being misrep- 
resented. In any event, of course, a cor- 
rected certificate ultimately is required.) 

Here also is kept a performance card 
for each horse racing in New York. Each 
start is recorded, and the horse’s physical 
condition, as ascertained in the pre-race 
examination, is given. The value in this 
is obvious; before his last race a colt had 
a puffy ankle, but he ran well; with this 
on the record the veterinarian can com- 
pare the condition of the ankle today, and, 
weighing this against the last perform- 


ance, can determine whether the horse 
should be allowed to start again or whether 
he should be put on the vet’s list. This 
file, incidentally, is not a public record. 


Experience Pays 
In the absence of Dr. J. G. Catlett, Dr. 


Manuel A. Gilman was acting chief veter- 
inarian, and it was with him that I spent 
2 mornings while attending The Jockey 
Club school for officials. Accompanying 
us on the rounds was “Dooley” Adams, the 
former steeplechase rider who now works 
for the GNYA as an assistant identifier. 

Gilman is a 37-year-old native of Long 
Island, and he has been with The Jockey 
Club since June. 1945. He received his 
bachelor of science degree from the Uni- 
versity of Maine, his degree in veterinary 
medicine from the University of Pennsyl- 
vania. With the associations he has made 
on the New York tracks Gilman by now 
could have built up a lucrative private 
practice, but he prefers the work he is 
doing. At odd moments during the year 
he has been assisting in the development 
of The Jockey Club’s blood-testing pro- 
gram which Marshall Cassidy discussed 
last month at the testimonial dinner given 
in his honor by the Thoroughbred Club 
of America (The Blood-Horse of October 
19. page 1038). 

In 12 years on the race track Gilman 
has learned the habits of the New York 
trainers and their horses. He knows which 
trainers may try to fool him on a horse’s 
condition, and those who won't. Hirsch 
Jacobs, for example, will volunteer in- 
formation, and it is not uncommon for 
Jacobs to seek out Gilman in order to tell 
him that one of his horses—not neces- 
sarily a starter—has bled or pulled up 
gimpy after a workout. 


The Vet and The Trainer 


Before Gilman and Adams leave the 
office in the morning a clerk has put into 
a loose-leaf notebook a card giving the 
identification and physical record of each 
starter to be examined that day. 

The examination usually takes 3 to 4 
minutes for each horse, but always there 
are some animals which require more 
time. As soon as Gilman steps into a 
stall, he calls off the color, sex, and 
tattoo number, and Adams checks these 
against the identifying card. The veterin- 
arian puts a thermometer into the horse’s 
rectum, takes the pulse, inspects the 
eyes, checks the breathing, looks at the 
feet. feels the legs. His remarks on each 
point of this inspection are called aloud 
to Adams, who makes the appropriate 
notes. Gilman pulls the thermometer, 
wipes it on the horse’s tail, and calls the 
reading to Adams. If the temperature is

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over 102 the horse cannot start. This is 
the rule, and there is no getting around it, 
but everything else is left to Gilman’s 
judgment. 

“Have you iced this horse?” Gilman 
may ask a trainer. “No? Well, why 
don’t you try that?” Or— 

“How’s this horse going?” Then, “Well. 
I shouldn’t let him in today, but I'll watch 
him, and one more bad race and he’s out.” 

Naturally, if Gilman shouldn’t let the 
horse start, he wouldn’t let him. So some 
of this is banter between veterinarian and 
trainer, and some of it has a bit of truth. 
The trainer and the veterinarian under- 
stand each other. 

Gilman frequently asks that a groom 
take the horse from his stall and jog him 
along the shed row. Sometimes the horse 
is jogged back and forth 3 or 4 times be- 
fore the vet is satisfied that he is moving 
all right. 

Experience modifies judgment in such 
cases. There was one filly, a selling plater. 
whose sprawling hind action suggested 
so much soreness, probably somewhere up 
front, that it seemed she surely would be 
scratched. Gilman said that she “always 
walks like that,” but that she would loosen 
up and run all right. She won that after- 
noon. 

Gilman’s duties don’t end with the ex- 
aminations. He gives each horse a visual 
inspection in the paddock before the race. 


and he accompanies starter George Cas- 
sidy to the barrier for each event. An as- 
sistant veterinarian, meanwhile, remains 
where he can observe the horses as they 
are unsaddled, and should he notice any- 
thing untoward in the condition of a horse 
after the race, the animal is examined as 
soon as possible. 

The identifier in New York is tall, 
slender Tony Kelley, son of the GNYA’s 
public relations director Robert F. Kelley. 
He, too, is one of the association’s young 
career men. 

Kelley spends most of his mornings 
taking markings of new horses and all of 
his afternoons checking marks in the 
saddling ring. It is conceivable, then, that 
a horse could be identified 3 times in one 
day—twice by Kelley and once by Gilman. 
One couldn’t be much more thorough.

Venezuela’s most important weight-for 
age race, the 114-mile Gran Premio Simon 
Bolivar, restricted to 3- and 4-year-olds, 
was run at Caracas October 27, and re- 
sulted in a decisive victory for the Cana- 
veral Stud’s 4-year-old Senegal (*Bah- 
ram—Brownie, by Rustom Pasha), which 
became the first horse to win the clasico 
twice. It was the tenth time in 12 run- 
nings that the Simon Bolivar had fallen 
to a runner bred in Argentina, and it was 
the third year in succession it had gone 
to a son of the broodmare Brownie, since 
the 1955 renewal was won by Senegal’s 
half-brother Prendase. Senegal has won 
10 of his 12 races in Venezuela and fin- 
ished once second, once third.

agriculture and livestock operations on 
farms in England, France, and Germany. 
He established permanent residence at 
Woodburn late in 1851 or early in 1852. 

First fine stock to arrive at Woodburn 
were Durham and Alderney cattle and 
Southdown sheep, imported from England 
in 1853. They were followed soon by 
Ayrshire and Shorthorn cattle, and 
Alexander helped establish these breeds 
in the United States. 


Lexington for $15,000 


Shortly after his cattle and sheep pur- 
chases. Alexander bought his first Thor- 
oughbred mares. He was not the first 
member of his family to show an interest 
in horses. His father, said to have been 
“fond of blooded horses,” had owned 
the noted Dare Devil mare bred by Col. 
Hoomes of Virginia, but he had no Thor- 
oughbreds at the time of his death. 

R. A. Alexander first planned to operate 
a racing stable, and he had his first 2 win- 
ners at the 1856 fall meeting at Lexington, 
the colt George Harrison and the filly 
Novice. The latter attained greater dis- 
tinction as the dam of Norfolk. 

Alexander did not see his first victories 
on the Turf. He was in England at the 
time, trying to make arrangements for the 
purchase of 2 English stallions. He bought 
*Scythian (which never amounted to 
much), but before he could make a sec- 
ond deal his friend Nelson Dudley suggest- 
ed that he consider the young American 
horse Lexington, which had been retired 
to stud a year earlier at the neighboring 
Harper farm in Woodford County. Lex- 
ington’s owner, Richard Ten Broeck, also 
was in England, and he sold the horse 
to Alexander for $15,000, a breath-taking 
price in 1856. 

Several mares were added the same 
year, and in 1857 the first Woodburn 
catalogue was issued. It was not sales ad- 
vertising, since Alexander still planned to 
race his stock, and contained only brief 
pedigrees of the mares, 2-year-olds, and 
yearlings then on the farm. The introduc- 
tion to the catalogue contained an invi- 
tation to other owners to board mares at 
Woodburn: 

“In introducing this establishment to 
the notice of the public, I may say that I 
have been actuated not only by the interest 
I feel in all sorts of good stock, which 
has induced me to attempt myself the 
breeding of thorough-bred horses, but by 
the desire to afford those who have the 
same taste as myself, but who are not so 
advantageously located for the purpose, 
the opportunity of having their breeding 
stock properly kept. 

“It must be understood that I do not 
underrate the responsibility of the under- 
taking; nor do I suppose that it can be

accomplished without both trouble and 
expense; but as I shall endeavor in all 
cases to have the orders received strictly 
followed, and (that no mistake may arise) 
shall expect these orders to be sent in 
writing with the stock, I anticipate no dif- 
ficulties which cannot be overcome. 

“In this establishment, mares sent to 
be bred to the horses belonging to it, can 
be kept for any length of time, from a 
week to a year at rates from 50 cents to 
$1.50 per week according to the kind of 
care desired. Should any particular treat- 
ment be required, causing additional 
trouble or expense, the instructions re- 
ceived shall be strictly followed. 


“Where required, mares and foals shall 
have a paddock and shed to themselves. 
shall be grazed and fed according to or- 
ders, and the foals when left under the 
care of the Manager, shall be weaned and 
treated in the manner directed in the letter 
of instructions received from the owner. 


“For my own convenience in breeding, 
and with the view of giving every facility 
to those breeders who are dispose to avail 
themselves of the opportunity here offered 
I have purchased the celebrated horse 
LEXINGTON; and have also imported a 
young horse, SCYTHIAN — both of which 
will serve mares at Woodburn Stud Farm.” 

There followed pedigrees and racing 
records for the 2 stallions, along with a 
note that the fee for Lexington would be 
$100 and for *Scythian $75.

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An unusual feature of Alexander’s early 
broodmare band was the absence of Brit- 
ish-bred mares. All of the 31 were foaled 
in America, and only 2 of the first dams 
had been imported. In later years import- 
ed mares did find their way to Woodburn, 
but the success of the stud came primarily 
from native stock. 


Pedigrees in Question 


Pedigree work for the 1857 Woodburn 
catalogue, and for those which followed 
it, was done by Sanders D. Bruce, of Lex- 
ington, who in 1868 published the first 
volume of the American Stud Book. Alex- 
ander was interested in the compilation of 
pedigree records in America, and it was 
his money which supported Bruce’s effort 
to get a stud book published. In his 
“terms of breeding” in the 1857 catalogue, 
Alexander said, “It is requested that all 
patrons sending mares to Lexington and 
Scythian send their pedigrees, that they 
may be recorded.” 

The validity of some of the early Wood- 
burn pedigrees was held in some doubt. 
The most vocal critic was J. H. Wallace, 
who wrote on horse pedigrees in the last 
half of the 19th century, published Wal- 
lace’s Monthly, and published one of the 
first American stud books. In his book, 
The Horse in America, published in 1897, 
Wallace said: 

“A university education in Scotland 
[actually in England] with all its training 
in the refinements of logical distinctions, 
did not bring to Mr. Alexander a knowl- 
edge of the pedigrees of Kentucky horses, 
nor did it train him in the tricks of Ken- 
tucky horse dealers, and thus as a_pur- 
chaser of his breeding stock he was looked 
upon by the ‘sharps’ as a fat goose, ready 
to be plucked. After these ‘sharps’ had 
secured their pluckings, Mr. Alexander 
called in a_ professional pedigreeist 
[Bruce] to put the lines of the blood he 
had purchased in order and print a cata- 
logue. This ‘professional’ was not a pedi- 
gree tracer, but a pedigree maker, and 
wherever he thought that anything was 
needed he added it, whether true or not, 
and it went to the world in that form. 
This is more conspicuously true in the 
department of trotting pedigrees. . . 

“Thus the acts of an incapable and dis- 
honest employee were given the endorse- 
ment of an honorable and eminent name; 
falsehoods were made to appear as truths; 
counterfeits were put in circulation that 
are still circulated as genuine coin, with 
many people. 

“For my own part, when I came to 
register the Woodburn stock, I was ready 
to accept as true whatever I found in the 
catalogue, believing Mr. Alexander was 
incapable of publishing to the world a 
misrepresentation. In this estimate of his 
character I was right, and I have never 
changed my opinion on that point, but 
when I came to examine the structure of 
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First Alexander to come to the United 
States was William Alexander, father 
of Robert Alexander, first owner of 
Woodburn. A good friend of Benjamin

the catalogue I found there was rotten 
wood all through it. A few examples that 
have been carefully investigated will serve 
to show the value of the work done by the 
‘pedigree maker’ for Mr. Alexander. 


“Nancy Pope, dam of Pilot Jr.. was 
listed as being by Havoc, which died in 
1828. Nancy Pope was foaled in 1832. 
Pilot Jr..s granddam was Nancy Taylor. 
which was said to be by *Alfred, which 
did not come to the United States until 
after Nancy Taylor was foaled.” 

Wallace cited several others whose pedi- 
grees he believed to be in error, including 
Edwin Forest and Sally Russell, granddam 
of Maud S. 


Wallace’s attacks upon the Woodburn 
pedigrees were commented on by Hamil- 
ton Busby, who worked with Bruce for 
many years on Turf, Field and Farm. 
Busby said Wallace was disappointed be- 
cause his version of the stud book—Wal- 
lace published one edition of Thorough- 
bred pedigrees, then turned to trotters— 
had not received more support, and he 
cited the statement of Samuel J. Look, 
a well known Kentucky horseman: 


“There has appeared every now and 
then in Wallace’s Monthly the statement 
that the late R. A. Alexander had imposed 
upon him spurious pedigrees. Those who 
knew him know that no man in Kentucky 
in his time was so well posted in pedi- 
grees, and none was more careful and 
thorough in his investigations. He made 


no mistakes. He was the one man the 
sharpers avoided.” 


Breeding for the Stable 


The extent of errors in the Woodburn 
catalogues cannot be determined exactly. 
Bruce depended upon many sources, and 
mistakes doubtless were made. The mis- 
takes, of course, do not obscure the value 
of the catalogues. Alexander was the first 
American breeder to attempt to keep and 
publish complete records, and his interest 
and money laid the foundation for the 
present system of breeding and registra- 
tion records. 


By 1860, date of the second Woodburn 
catalogue, the number of broodmares had 
increased to 60, and there were 54 other 
horses of various ages on the farm. It was 
also in 1860 that the first Woodburn sales 
catalogue was published, although it ap- 
pears that a few horses were sold at the 
farm by auction in 1859. 

It has been reported many times that 
it was about 1860 when Alexander decided 
to switch to breeding for the market in- 
stead of for his own racing stable. The 
origin of this report is obvious, since auc- 
tions were held at the farm every year 
from 1863 on, and it is probable that 
sales were held in 1861 and 1862, al- 
though no catalogues for those years are 
extant. The catalogues and sales records 
during the lifetime of R. A. Alexander 
give no indication that he ever offered, or 
intended to offer, an entire yearling crop 
at auction. The early sales were culling 
operations in some instances, attempts to 
obtain pre-determined prices in others. 
The Woodburn crop of 1865, which in- 
cluded at least 5 excellent horses, was 
offered at auction, but the good colts failed 
to reach reserves and were sold privately 
later. It was not until after R. A. Alexan- 


der’s death that Woodburn offered all its 
yearlings without reserve at auction.

Paris. The end of the Longchamp 
season, on the last Sunday in October, 
was marked by heavy going and by 2 all- 
age races, the 5-furlong Prix du Petit 
Couvert and the 7-furlong Prix de la 
Foret. The 2-year-old Delhi (Delirium— 
Ouvira, by Motrico), winner of 3 previous 
races, took the shorter race, an easy 
length ahead of the favorite, the 4-year- 
old Polic (Relic—Polaire, by Le Volcan). 

Hot favorite in the more important 
Prix de la Foret was the 4-year-old filly 
Midget (Djebe—Mimi, by Black Devil). 
winner of the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes 
at Ascot in her last start. Second choice 
was the 2-year-old Edellic (Relic—Edel- 
frau, by Admiral Drake), second in the 
Prix Robert Papin, third in the Prix 
Morny. In the straight the pace-making 
El Relicario was headed by the 5-year-old 
Oferista (Ofelus—Balistra, by Balthazar), 
which had been third to Midget in the 
same race last year. This time Midget’s 
challenge fell short, and she was beaten 
three-quarters of a length, with El Relli- 
cario third. This was the last race for

Midget, which had not eaten well before 
the race. 

The Prix de Conde, testing 2-year-olds 
over a distance of 114 miles, was won 
easily by Apple Pippin (Apple Pie—Ti- 
juca, by Fastnet), which in 9 previous 
starts had won 4 races and placed 3 times. 
The 3-mile Prix Gladiateur found the 7- 
year-old gelding Romantisme (Caldarium 
—Rhodogune, by Assuerus) leading all 
the way and repelling the attack of the 
4-year-old Congo (Prince Bio—La Foux, 
by Vatout). Less than a week later the 
versatile Romantisme carried top weight 
to victory in the Grand Prix d’Automne, 
over the hurdles at Auteuil. 

The 1,;-mile Prix de Flore, for classic 
fillies, was won quite easily by the Prix 
de Diane second Kalitka (Tourment— 
Princesse d’Amour, by Prince Bio). 

In the last meeting of the season at 
Newmarket the victory of Doutelle (Prince 
Chevalier—Above Board, by Straight 
Deal) in the 144-mile Limekiln Stakes 
gave the Queen a decisive lead in the 
owners’ list. The 214-mile Jockey Club 
Cup was led by the French 4-year-old 
Flying Flag (Sunny Boy—Finlandia, by 
Xandover), which repelled the late chal- 
lenge of French Beige (Bois Roussel— 
Nivea, by Nearco) to win by a neck.

The 114¢-mile Cambridgeshire, on Octo- 
ber 30, resulted in the first Irish victory 
since 1900. Winner by three-quarters of 
a length was Arpad Plesch’s 4-year-old 
Stephanotis (Stardust—Shello, by Dona- 
tello II), fifth choice in the field of 38. 
Second was the game 3-year-old filly Heri- 
tiere (Rockefella—Star of France, by Wil- 
liam of Valence), and third was Mrs. John 
W. Hanes’ 3-year-old filly Fairy Stone 
(Court Martial—Stone Fortune, by *Mah- 
moud). 

Two of the best English 2-year-olds 
made a good showing. The Cheveley 
Park Stakes winner Rich and Rare 
(Rockefella—Palmy Days, by Epigram) 
easily took the one-mile Houghton Stakes, 
and the Champagne Stakes winner Kelly 
(Panorama—Cottesmore, by Blue Peter) 
brought off a brilliant victory in the 6- 
furlong Criterion Stakes. But the Nearco 
colt Amerigo, winner of the Coventry 
Stakes at Ascot, was a big failure in the 
7-furlong Dewhurst Stakes. He faded 
from the lead in the last quarter, and a 
French filly, Comte Roland de Chambure’s 
Torbella IIL (Tornado—Djebellica, by 
Djebel) was an easy winner. 

Italy’s international race, the 134-mile 
Premio Roma at Rome on November 3, 
resulted in a 4-length victory for Chitet 
(Aristeo—Chiloe, by Orsenigo), which 
had finished second in the Derby Italiano 
and Premio del Jockey Club. The French 
contender Scot (Souverain—Dissenter, by 
Cameronian), winner of the Grand Prix 
de Deauville and Prix Royal Oak, was 
second, after some trouble in the straight 
with the winner’s stablemate Aleppo, 
which finished third, 3 lengths farther 
back. Aleppo’s jockey was suspended 
until February 18, but the result was 
allowed to stand.

Sypney. That Tulloch, even with 12 
pounds above weight-for-age, would have 
won the Melbourne Cup just as easily as 
he won the Caulfield Cup was taken for 
granted by every race-goer in this coun- 
try, but the old studmaster E. A. Haley 
declared that if he had to rely on a 3- 
year-old to win the 2-mile Melbourne Cup, 
he would rather not win the race. 

“T wouldn’t run him if he had to carry 
only 98 pounds,” said Haley, “as I am 
not prepared to risk his future.” 

The young trainer of Tulloch was so 
keen to run that he flew up from Mel- 
bourne to have it out with Haley. Smith 
had stated that Tulloch was a most re- 
markable horse. He had thought Redcraze 
was the best he had trained, but here 
was a colt which he thought could beat 
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Redcraze at his best any distance, any- 
where, any time. 

Smith lost out in his discussion with 
Haley, whose decision to ignore the big 
prize has earned the respect of every 
horse lover in Australia. 

With Tulloch missing from the field, 
the Melbourne Cup drew a substandard 
group of runners, the best of which were 
past their peak, had dicky legs, or were 
suspect at the 2-mile distance. Prince 
Darius, which Tulloch had defeated by a 
street in the AJC and VRC Derbys, fin- 
ished only a neck behind the winner. 

Redcraze, whose record earnings now 
total £71,481, was favorite for the Cup 
despite his 142 pounds and the fact that 
his recent form had not been impres- 
sive. He was never with the leaders. Sec- 
ond choice was the good 4-year-old Monte 
Carlo, said to be the subject of negotia- 
tion for sale to the U. S.; he was in good 
position at the turn for home, but found 
the distance too much for him. The win- 
ner, Straight Draw, though he could 
scarcely be described as top-class, brought 
off a rare double, as he had won the 
Metropolitan Handicap.

Use-Tax Refund 


in 1953 the Sales Tax Counsel of the : 


State of California published an opinion 
to the effect that the California use-tax 
applies to the purchase price of horses 
purchased outside this state and raced in 
this state and if they have not been pre- 
viously raced outside the state. 

If, however, the horses have been raced 
outside the state in one complete race 
meeting they will not be considered to 
have been purchased for use in California 
and will not be subject to the use-tax, 
according to the opinion. 

Such an opinion does not have the 
force of law but is a guide to the taxing 
authorities as to the executive depart- 
ment’s interpretation of the law. Courts 
do, nevertheless, give the opinions some 
weight. 

If the opinion correctly states the law, 
then any yearling bought at Saratoga or 
Keeneland and shipped to California, be- 
fore racing through a whole meeting, 
would be subject to the tax. 

Over a period of years Max Hirsch had 
bought a number of yearlings for me in 
the East to race there. Several of these 
had failed to start during their 2-year-old 
year because of one or more of the usual 
ailments and had been shipped out here 
before their first start to be disposed of. 
The taxing authorities imposed a use-tax 
on me in accordance with the opinion 
referred to above. 

People aren’t willing to litigate matters 
involving so little money, but I decided to 
do so and, acting as my own attorney, 
filed an action to recover the amount of 
the tax which I had paid under protest. 
The state declined to litigate and after 
I had taken Buddy Hirsch’s deposition 
showing the pattern of previous many 
years’ racing activities and the state had 
taken my deposition, judgment was enter- 
ed for me by stipulation. What’s more, 
I've been paid. 

I don’t know whether this is of any 
interest to readers who may be in a sim- 
ilar position, but I think if a like show- 
ing could be made the state would no 
longer insist on imposing the tax in ac- 
cordance with the letter of the opinion.
